The millions of widowed women 
were completely :it the mercy of the 
Pfimorsnloss superstition of the times.

ness and that of her huBhand la the 
future state, and oftenrr than other- 
wise she consented to be burned along 
with fh" chad body of her husband. 
1'lih'ss she did Ihis she WSS covered 
with the maledictions and t BI B B S *T 
the people, eras virtually outlawed 
and nnceremonionsly <:i^t outside the 
pale of human sympathy snd consid- 
eration and had to spend the rest of 
her «i:ivs in degradation and wretch- 
edness. It was death cut the funeral 
pile of her husband or a living death 
of contumely and shame, of loneliness 
and misery.
